State ‘Commissioner Accuses 
Officials and Asks Receiver 
for United States Life En- 
dowment, Company. 


ALLEGES FAISE REPORTS. | 


Judge Dupuy Today Will Con- 
sider Petition Which Also 
Claims Misapplication 
of $90,000. 


Application was made to Judge Dupuy yes- 
terday for a receiver for the United States 
Life Endowment company, with offices at 
100 Washington street. The bill was filed 
by F. W. Potter, insurance commissioner of 
Illinois, and charges the misapplication of 
funds of the company, estimated at §90,000. 
He claims that for two years Edwin Camp- 
bell Kingsbury, president, and Dr. Joseph M. 
Biake, secretary of the company, have made 
false reports to the state insurance depart- 
ment. 

Judge Dupuy refused to appoint a recetver 
without giving the company officials a chance 
to be heard, and set the case for this after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, This is the second time 
within a year that Mr. Potter has asked for 
@ receiver for the company, but the first 
time he alleged that the company was in- 
solyent, having unpaid death claims of §300,- 
000 and -only about $40,000 in asseta, 

Judge Dupuy held that so long as the com- 
pany was able to meet its monthly payments 
it was not insolvent and refused to appoint 
a receiver. + 


Potter Charges False Reports. 

Three or four weeks ago Commissioner 
Potter seys he had his suspicions aroused 
about the sworn statements of the com- 
pany, setting forth the amounts which had 
been paid to policy holders. He received in- 

on that the amount claimed to have 
been paid by the company in one instance 
did not correspond with the amount actually 
paid te the beneficiary, and therefore he 
opened correspondence with several of the 
beneficiaries and discovered other dis- 
crepancies. His next move was to have the 
pooks of the company examined by his 
actuary, George Graham Jr. 

The report of the actuary has just reached 
Mr. Potter, together with a number of af- 
fidavite from beneficiaries, in which are 
stated .the exact amounts received, and so 


far it states seventeen cases have been dis- 


covered where the dmount paid out by the 
company on death cieims is much less than 
the amount reported, 

“Tt seems to be a case tor the state's at- 
torney,” said Or BR. Ryen, attorney for the 
state insurance department in the evening. 
“ Bron our examination it would appear to 
be a clear case of embezsiement of the funds 
of ie company.” 

Three Directors Back Potter. 

Commissioner Potter has had several meet- 
ings with the directors of the company and 
three of them, Cyrus Cook, mayor of East 
St. Louis: A. Hanby Jones, Illinois state food 
commissioner; and Aden Knopf, president of 
the First National baok of Olney, Ill, are 
said to be backing him i his application for 
a receiver. 

At a meeting last Thursday, at which Ran- 
dolph Smith, another director, was present 
with his daughter, Mrs. M. 8S. Bond, who is 
treasurer of the company, Cook, Jones, and 


Knopf told Mr. Potter, it is said, that they, 


would oust Kingsbury and Blake from their 
positions as president and secretary respec 
tively, but when it. came toa directors’ meet- 
ing these three found themselves in a minor- 
ity and were unable to carry out their pledge. 
Mr. Potter says they then promised to assist 
him in getting a receiver. 

Instances of the discrepancies between the 
amounts reported to the insurance depart- 
ment as having been paid to the beneficiaries 
and the amounts actually paid are shown in 
the report of Actuary Graham.

“ The examination of the company’s books, 
so far as I have been able to investigate, 
shows perfect agreement between the 
amount reported to the department in the 
annual statement and the company’s home 
office records,” said Mr. Graham in his re- 
port. “A comparison of the company’s re- 
port with letters, telegrams, and affidavits 
from beneficiaries indicates.that the records 
of the company have heen falsified and the 
company defrauded of @ considerable 
amount of money, but it would be impos- 
sible to determine without much additional 
tnvestiggation the full extent ofthis faisin- 
cation and fraud. 
“I am forced to the conclusion that the 
condition of affairs such as is suggested 


| could only exist with the knowledge of some 


of the officers of the company charged with. 
the supervision of these settlements.” 


Describes Alleged System. 

According to the report, the system was to 
draw checks to the order of Président Kings- 
bury for the settlement, and then to obtain 
currency for these checks, which currency 
pe placed: in the hands of a trusted agent 
to settle with the beneficiary,

CHEAPER FOODS ARE COMING? 


Drop in Prices of Potatoes Bald to Be 
First in Long Series Ex- 


pected Soon. 


New York, April 19.—The drop in the price 
of potatoes may mean cheaper food of all 
kinds. Farmers are selling old potatoes at 
20 cents a bushel, the lowest price in many 
years. Other foods are cheaper. The Ameri- 
can Agriculturist for April 28 will say: 

“ Compared to the high point in wheat last 

year the market at Chicago shows a decline 
of 17 cents. The decline in corn is 19 cents, 
and oats 20 cents. Corn ie off 24 per cent 
and wheat 14 per cent. These declines in 
grain are reflected In mill feeds. 

“ Potatoes have not been so low in years, 
wholesale prices at present being at 40 to 50 
per cent lower than in November last. But- 
ter has declined 6 per cent, eggs bave gone 
off, and even beef cattle have no more than 
held the high quotations. 

“ With good crops in 1910 we may expect 
the price of food to be considerably lower 
than during the last twelve or eighteen 
months, although we do not look for a return 
to the phenomenally low prices of ten and 
twenty years ago.”

Take Office in Color Scheme 
of Scarlet as Workers 
Cheer Them. 


SEIDEL PLEDGES PURITY. 


Declares City Will Be Conducted 
Honestly, While the Inter- 
este of the Poor Will 


Be Safeguarded. 


Milwaukee, Wis, April 19.—[ Special. }—Iato 
the city council chamber at five minutes be- 
fore 3 o’clock this afternoon a man carried a 
huge floral flag—not the stars and stripes, 
but a new flag, the solid blood red emblem of 
the Social Democratic party, with three tiny 
white letters, ‘8. D. P.” 

When that flag was taken into tie chamber 
a cheering crowd of hundreds, massed in the 
galleries, crowded along the walls of the 
main council room, and overflowing almost 
into the seats of the councilmea, almost went 
mad with joy. This was the emblem of a 
new administration in Milwaukee, an admin- 
istration of a type different from that in any 
large city of America, for half an hour later, 
after the formalities of organizing the new 
council had been completed, Emil Seidel, the 
first Social Democrat to hold the chair of the 
executive of any large American city, was 
delivering his inaugural address. 

That address, addressed to a city council of 
which elghteen members out of a total of 
thirty-five are men who always have earned 
their bread by the labor of their hands, was 
of a type to sult those to whom it was aé- 
dressed. It breathed a story of the day of the 
laboriag man in the saddle in Milwaukee 
public affairs; it declared that the laboring 
man was the city’s greatest asset; it declared 
that the health and happiness of the 
man was the frst interest of the new admin- 
istration. 


Inauguration Unique for City. 
In the half century and more of Milwau- 


| kee’s history it has seen many mayors in- 


Gucted into office, but the function in the 
council chamber before was different. In 
yeare gone by there have been beautiful 
women, wives of the wealthiest men of 
the city in the galleries, to see their friends 
take office. The floral gifts placed on the 
desks of the aldermen have been of expensive 
flowers. Gloved hands, silk tiles, and shim- 
mering gowns of costly materials, and faces 


unmarked by the worry of the poor, have 


been the rule. 

Today it was the laboring man who stood 
fo Shes. hallways. It wag the poor woman, 
w _hapdse were not only peta 
out gnarled from housework ana t 
the tubs, whe topk the place of the spelety 
tiatrons; who came to see a gon or brother 
or husband take the oath of offiée. Society 
men often have held office in Milwaukee, but | 
this was the poor man’s day—his and the day 
of the red carnation. 

Says Many Cities Watch. 

“The eyes of thousands of stricken cities 
today are directed toward our Miw:ukee,” 
said Mayor Seidel in beginping his plea to the 
council for the uplift of the laboring man. 

“ The: inauguration of a new régime ...o 
municipal administration generally has been 
considered in the nature of a private tri- 
umph, and the feeling of personal victory 
and personal exultation has been predoni- 
inant,” the mes@age says. “On this oc 
casion such feeling, I believe, is entirely ab- 
sent, and the whole spirit of this day hete 
and now is one of resolve and consecration 
to the task of making Milwaukee a safe piace 
for its men, women, and children—a home for 
its people. 

“ By toiling patiently with one series of 
problems after another, by fighting battle 
after battle with never lessening enthusiasm, 
by moving forward from one point of victory 
to another, with confidence that we are in 
accord with the trend of civilization and the 
highest ideals of humanity, out of such 
struggles as we are called by an frresistivle 
summons to engage in, advancement wil) be 
made and progress ‘will be realized toward a 
great city, with a free, independent. civic 
spirit.”’ 


First Appointee Millionaire. 

Meanwhile, those not in the inner circle 
awaited the action of the mayor in the fiii- 
ing of city vacancies, after he had completed 
his ingugural address. Who would fill the 
offices‘was the problem of the city hall. But 
after completing his message, Mayor Seidel 
did not leave his hearers in doubt. 

First of all, and possibly most significant, 
was the naming of Joseph Uihieln as com- 
missioner of public debt. This assures the 
people that the finances of the city will be 
in strong hands, for Mr. Uthiein is the moy- 
ing spirit, the actual head of the gfeat Schlite 
Brewing company, and is one of the-wealthiest 
men in Wisconsin. 

Next in interest came the appointment of 
a health commissioner for four years, to suc- 
ceed Dr. G. A. Bading, who was not fre- 
appointed. 

In place of Dr. Bading the appointment of 
a tailor, Walter P. Stroesser, was announced, 
as a temporary appointment, to take effest 
until an expert is obtained, 


Other Appointments Made. 

The third itmportant appointment an- 
nounced by the mayor was thet of Harry E. 
Briggs, an instructor in the trade school, as 
temporary commissioner of public worxs, 
superseding the present board of three com- 
miselohers. Thus at the outset is launched 
one of the important fights of the admipis- 
tration, which plans to oust the three present 
commissioners and place one expert in 
charge of city public works. 

The charge of the old churches that the 
Sotialists are anti-church is met, ip part at 
least, by the election of Carl D. Thompson, 
who has the right to wear the clericai title 
of reverend before his name, as city clerk.

Officials of the South, West and Lincoln 
Park systems all told the same story of grass 
free for all. Wires that once strung between 
trees to prevent pathmaking, tripping the 
unwary saunterer, have gone the way of the 
signs. 


Welcome the Picnic Parties, 

Picnic parties are as welcome az the flowers 
of spring, end luncheon debria no more ex- 
cites the wrath of the watchful superinten- 
dent. Instead, he smiles happily as he notes 
the remnants, and is glad there was enough 
to go around,

| Miss Keller. in Sesph Murder 
Trial. Tells of Prophecy 
Made by Defendant. 


HALTED BY LEGAL FIGHT. 


Counsel Outlines Case for the De- 
fense and Charges Chemists 
with Trickery. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 19.—‘Col.. Swope 
never will return to Kansas City.” 

This prophecy, Miss Peart Keller, a nurse, 
testified in the Hyde murder trial today, was 
made to her by Dr. B. C. Hyde in Indepen- 
dence, a few days before Col. Thomas H. 
Bwope died. She was the colonel’s nurse. 

Dr. Hyde's remark, according to Mise 
Keller, followed her telling the physician that 
Col, Swope planned to come here to hig office 
in a few days. Her patient was at that time, 
she testified, in better physical condition than 
he had been for weeks. He was able to take 
daily drives, and seemed in good spirits. 

This was the most important bit of testi- 
mony Miss Keller had given in the trial this 
afternoon, when a legal) debate arose and she 
was excused while the court heard arguments 
on the law. 


Vital Issue Is Raised. 

Between the time Dr. Hyde is alleged to 
have made the remark and Col, Swope’s death 
James Mose Hunton, a cousin of Swope, died. 
Miss Keller, taking up the Swope mysteries 
in a chronological order, had begun to tell 
of the illness of Hunton when the defense 
objected. 

Attorneys for Dr. Hyde assert testimony 
regarding no other death or illness than that 
of Col, Swope should be admitted in the pres- 
ent trial. 

Before Miss Keller resumes the stand this 
point will be decided. The matter is vital. 
If the court upholds the objection no evi- 
dence regarding the death of Hunton or 
of Chrisman Swope, the ilinees of Margaret 
Swope, or the typhoid epidemic in the Swope 
house will be admitted. 

Miss Keller was the firet important witness 
called by the state this afternoom Three 
men, Oscar Cogswell, Jesse J, Vineyard, and 
F. T. Chiles were asked to identify Col. 
Swope’s will and the appraisementf list of his 
personal property. 


Outlines Case for Defense. 

Frank P. Walsh delivered the opening 
statement for the defense, occupying the en- 
tire morning session. His address contained 
many rebukes of Mrs. Logan O. Swope, 
charges of trickery against the chemists em-

Neither Dr. Hyde nor his wife knew be- 
fore the Geath of Col. Swope whether they 
were to share in the residuary of his es- 
tate. 

The charge that cyanide of potassium 
had been found in the organs of Ool. and 
Chrisman Swope was an eleventh hour 
“trick” trumped up by the prosecution.

Ignorance on the part of employers and 
even physicians of the deadly effects of many 
forms of factory employment ie révealed in 
reports of investigators working for the Iili- 
nois occupationa) disease commission. These 
reports will be sent to Gov. Deneen. 

“ There is a far greater mortality and dis- 
ability list from diseases due to working 
conditions than to accidents,’ said Chairman 
Charles R. Henderson yesterday. “I should 
eay that there are from four to five persons 
sick from bad working conditions to one 
from accidents. 

“We are concentrating our attention on 
the evils of lead poisoning. Many women 
and girls working in metal establishments 
suffer from this disease in silence, because 
they fear that if they complain of the ven- 
tilation they will lose their jobs. Phere are 
mary other forms of poisoning, such as phos- 
phorus, mercury, chloride. and natural gas.’

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CHINA IN TROUBLE AGAIN. 
| A highly centralized government may be 
4 bad thing for one country and an er- 
cellent thing for another. Obina would 
escape many troubles if its provinces, like 
those of the Roman empire, were governed 
more from the capital and provincial gov- 
érnors had less uncontrolled authority. The 
present lax system was more excusable 
& century ago than ft is now, when it ie 
known how much the telegraph and the 
railroad can strengthen the arm of the, 
central authority. 

To make matters worse, the capital of 
China ise far removed from the center of 
population. There i# a political reason for 
this. The Manchu dynasty did not deem 
it wise to go too far from the region 
whence it came. It did not dare to trust 
iteelf in the south, where it would be sur- 
rounded by millions of Chinamen who 
would rather have rulers of their own 
race. : 

The riots at Chung-Sha illustrate the 
feebleness of the Peking government. They 


‘were the result of famine, which was due 


directly to a failure of the rice crop, Peo- 
ple who are starving are apt te be un- 
‘reasonable and ‘violent, and a story that 
the governor had been shipping rice out 
of the province infuriated the hungry 
Ohinese. After having sacked the gov- 
ernor’s house they fel] upon the foreigners. 
The property of Japanese, Americans, and 
‘Baglishmen was destroyed and - three 
American missionaries may have been 
killed. Here ie additional work for Mr. 
Oalhoun, and here are more damage bills 
for China to pay. 

If there had been efficient administrators 
at Peking they would not have left a popu- 
lous province threatened with famine in 
j.the sole care of a possibly incompetent 
governor. They would have made the mat- 


| ter ome of national concern. They would 
1 have ordered shipments of rice to be sent 
| where needed. That could have been done 
| with ease, for a navigable river intersects 
| the province, As far as is known, nothing 
‘| wae done. The governot was left to work 


out his own salvation.

Herbert Gladstone's selection of his title, as Viscount 
Gladstone of Lanark, is owing to the fact that the 
family originally hailed from Lanarkshire, and we have 
it'on the authority of the Grand Ol4 Man himeelf, that 
they were ea race of borderers. Mr. Gladstone traced 
his descent from William Gledstanes, who, in 1651, was 
Laird of Arthurshiel, in Lanarfshire, and whose lineal 
descendants continued as owners of that property until 
another William Gledstanes disposed of it, and went 
to live in the town of Biggar, about the year 1679. 

His son changed his name from Gledstanes to Glad- 
stones, which his son Thomas in turn retained, and 
Thomas's son, John, changed, by means of royal license, 
the name of. Gladstones to Gladstene. He was the 


father of the Grand Old Man, and in his ol4 age, (1846). '

It ig “India seen through 
German eyes;” for Count Hans is one of the most bril- 
liant officers of the general staff of the German army, 
in which he holds the rank of Meutenant colonel, and 
during his visit to India, which was partly for pleasure, 
and partly for the sake of military study, he managed 
to win to a very marked degree the good will and friend- 
ship of Lord Kitchener. iy

Count Charles Konigsmarck, fresh from love making 
in all the courts of Europe, and from fighting any- 
thing ard everything, from the Turk at Algiers, to the 
wild bulls at Madrid, fell in love with Thynne’s fiancée, 
and deemed that the best way of obtaining her was to 
murder his rival. The murder was done, and its story 
is recorded in the bas relief on Thynne’s tomb in West- 
minster abbey. The count’s accomplices were executed, 
but he got off, and died years later, fighting for the 
Venetians at the siege of Argos. 

His sister, Countess Aurora Konigsmarck, was ‘the 
favorite of King Frederick Augustus of Sawony, end 
became by him the. mother of that famous military 
commander, the Marechal de Saxe, who defeated the 
English at the battle of Fontenoy. Aurora was also the 
ancestress of the famous French novelist, who wrote 
under the pen name of “George Sand.” 

Another brother was Count Philip Konigsmarck, who 


was murdered by officers of King George I. of England, 


While emerging from the apartments of Queen Sophia 
Dorothea, at Hanover, and in the old Schloss the spot 
is still shown, outside of the door of the Hall of Knights, 
where he was done to death by his murderers, and 
where the Countess Platen, whose advances he had 
spurned, and who had fm consequence thereof made use 
of her position as lady in waiting of the queen to ‘be- 
tray him, stamped with her heel upon his lips, as he lay 
on the floor expiring from his wounds. The queen, it 
may be remembered, though nothing was ever absolutely 
proved against her, was placed under restraint, and 
kept a close prisoner of state for the remainder of 
her Mfe in the castle of Ahlden, on the river Aller. 

The late Count Charles Konigemarck, who has just 
been gathered to his fathers, created a sensation some 
ten years ago, by becoming the defendant in @ suit for 
divorce brought against him by his wife ‘after thirty- 
two years of marriage. She is by birth a Princess Sayn- 
Wittgenstein, and has English blood in her veins, her 
mother haying been the daughter of an English baronet, 
Sir George Piggott... There were all sorts of obstacles 
raised to Miss Piggott's marriage with Prince Sayn- 
Wittgenstein, on the score of, inequality of birth. 

But matters were eventually settled, on its being 
shown that she comprised among her ancestors a num- 
ber of former kings of Ireland; an argument which may 
be commended to American girls marrying Continental 
nobles, whose families raise objections to a matrimonial] 
alliance on the plea of their: bourgeois Hneage.
